This is responsive to the Office Action dated April 8, 2003. Claims 1-1 1 and 20-25 have 
been submitted for examination. 

Claims 1-8 and 20-25 stand rejected as being obvious over Setzer et al. Claims 9-1 1 
stand rejected as being obvious over Setzer et al in view of Alexander et al. 

Claims 1 , 2, 4-1 1 , and 20-25 have been provisionally rejected under the judicially created 
doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over the subject 
matter of Claims 1-18 of co-pending applications Nos. 09/512,035 and 10/076,670. 

Claims 1 , 2, 4-8, and 21-23 have been provisionally rejected under the judicially created 
doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over the subject 
matter of Claims 1-3 of U.S. Patent No. 6,454,935 

Claims 1-1 1 and 20-25 stand rejected under 35, USC 101 as claiming the same invention 
as that of Claims 1 -1 1 and 20-25 of co-pending application No. 10/076,669. 

Claim 3 stands objected to due to a misspelling of the word "desulfurizing". 

The abstract has been objected to because it is greater than 1 50 words.
